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ALONG ABOUT this time each 
year, Americans should take time 
to consider at least for a few 
moments who we are and how we 
got here. 

July Fourth is celebrated as 
Independence Day in the United 
States, in honor of that day in 1776 
when the Continental Congress 
adopted our country’s Declaration 
of Independence, setting our 
course as a people, and placing the 
not-quite-born nation on an 
inevitable clash of arms with 
England, 

We recognize as heroes and 
patriots those men and women 
who pledged everything for free- 
dom from the oppressor — that is, 
the England of those days under 
King George, which saw them as 
unfaithful upstarts and rebels, not 
patriots, 

It took more years of uncertain- 
ty, sacrifice and battle — including 
SIX years, nine months, from July 
1776 until April £783, in what we 
know as the Revolutionary War - 
before the first Constitution was 
established in 1879, and the 
United States of America made up 
of all 13 former colonies of the 
British Crown became united as

“WHEN IN THE course of 
human events, it becomes neces- 
sary for one people to dissolve the 
political bands which have con- 
nected them with another, and to 
assume among the powers of the 
earth, the separate and equal sta- 
tion to which the Laws of Nature 
and of Nature’s God entitle them, a 
decent respect to the opinions of 
mankind requires that they should 
declare the causes to impel them to 
the separation. 

“We hold these truths to be self- 
evident, that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain unalien- 
able rights, that among these are 
Life, Liberty and the pursuit of 
Happiness. 

“That to secure these rights, 
governments are instituled among 
Men, deriving their just powers 
from the consent of the governed.” 

Those are the opening para- 
graphs of the Declaration of 
Independence. Then followed dis- 
cussion of how the England had 
been treating the colonies and a list 
of 27 specific citations of how the 
King had established ‘tan absolute 


Tyranny” over the colonies, and 
how the Crown had refused to act 
on their complaints, all reasons 
that “the United Colonies are, and 
of Right ought to be, Free and 
Independent States” and “absolved 
from all Allegiance to the British 
Crown.” 

The concluding paragraph: 
“And tor the support of this 
Declaration, with a firm reliance 
on the protection of divine 
Providence, we mutually pledge to 
each other our Lives, our Fortunes 
and our sacred Honor.” 

Actually war against the British 
already had begun. George 
Washington had been named to 
head the Colonial Army. Battles 
had been fought at Lexington, 
Concord and Breed’s Hill. The 
Colonies had taken Ticonderoga 
and Crown Point. But an official 
statement of independence was 
lacking. 


The Declaration of 


Independence truly is a remark- 
able document. It should be. The 
cominittee assigned by — the 
Continental Congress to prepare it 
was headed by Thomas Jefferson 
and included John Adams, 
Benjamin Franklin, — Robert 
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Livingston and Roger Sherman, 
with Jefferson preparing the draft. 
* * * 

WE HAVE BEEN celebrating 
America’s birthday on July Fourth 
pretty much ever since although it 
was not declared as a federal legal 
holiday until 1941, 

According to the World Book 
Encyclopedia, the first 
Independence Day public celebra- 
tion was in Philadelphia on July 8, 
1776, only four days after the doc- 
ument was signed in Phitadelphia, 
then the capital of the colonies. 
“The Declaration was read, bands 
played, and the people rejoiced,” 
World Book reports. 

John Adams, who helped write 
the Declaration and was the sec- 
ond president to serve under it, had 
glorious ideas about how the 
nation should celebrate. He said: 

“fam apt to believe that it will 
be celebrated by succeeding gen- 
erations as the great anniversary 
festival. It ought to be commemo- 
rated as the day of deliverance, by 
solemn acts of devotion to God 
Almighty. It ought to be solem- 
nized with pomp and parade, with 
shows, games, sports, guns, bells, 
bonfires and ilfuminations, from

Drunk drivers 
are target of 
statewide 
crackdown 


The Fourth of July means 
the summer travel season is 
in full swing and law 
enforcement will be on the 
lookout for drunk drivers. 

The Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Office is joining 
law enforcement agencies 
across Michigan for the 
“Fourth of July Drunk 
Driver, Over the Limit- 
Under Arrest” crackdown. 

Motorists will see 
increased police patrols 
beginning Friday, July 1 
through Sunday, July {0 in 
Crawford County. Local 
law enforcement will take 
io the streets working to 
prevent drunk = driving 
injuries and deaths by 
arresting impaired drivers. 

During the 2010 Fourth 
of July holiday time period, 
eight people were killed 
statewide in traffic crashes, 
Two of those deaths were 
alcohol related. 

“The summer should be 
about relaxing and spend- 
ing ime with family and 
friends - not spending lume 
in jail for drunk driving,” 
Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk A. Wakefield said. 


“Motorists are encouraged 
to designate a sober driver, 
take a cab or spend the 
night because with the 
stepped up law enforce- 
ment, officers will find 
impaired drivers and they 
will end up in jail.” 

In Michigan, a motorist 
can be arrested for drunk 
driving with .08 blood alco- 
hol content or higher. A 
drunk driving conviction is 
costly and comes with 
assorted penalties including 
fines, legal fee, driver 
responsibility fees, court 
costs and higher insurance 
rates, Wakefield said. 

Motorists arrested for 
drunk driving with a .[7 
blood alcohol content face 
increased penalties includ- 
ing the possibility installa- 
tion of an ignition interlock 
device preventing the car 
from starting if the driver 
has been drinking, 
Wakefield added. 

In 2010, 357 people died 
in Michigan as a result of 
alcohol or drug-involved 
traffic crashed, a 1.7  per- 
cent increase from 2010.

The STREAM & LAKE MAP OF 
MICHIGAN resembles another 
map—known to Pennsylvania 
anglers as the “Lost Stream Map.” 

The “Stream Map of 
Pennsylvania” was completed in 
1965 after a thirty-year effort by 
Howard Higbee, a former Penn 
State Professor. 

Professor Higbee succeeded in 
creating a map of the highest detail 
possible—-a map that shows every 
stream and lake. He painstakingly 
plotted dy hand, the location of 
45,000 miles of streams onto a 
3 by 5 foot map.

The machine is a proto- 
type broom handle lathe. 
It was built prior to 1890 
by the late Perry Lamkin in 
Whittaker. Lamkin 
designed the machine and 
hand carved the wooden 
patterns which were used 
by a foundry in Milan, to 
cast the original pieces. 

The machine was placed 
into operation in Whittaker 
in December of 1890. It 
manufactured broom, rake 
and hoe handles for many 
years and was used as a 
model in the manufacture 
of similar machines. In 
1908 a sawmill was added 
to the operation. 

During the early 1900s, 
Henry Ford made a visit to 
the Lamkin establishment 
to study modifications he 
had made to a_ steam 
engine. It was then that 
Ford saw the broom handle 
lathe. Recognizing the sig- 
nificance of the machine, 
Ford made the request that 
the machine be placed in a 
museum at Greenfield 
Village. 

Instead of making its 
way to Greenfield Village, 
the broom handle lathe 
remained in the hands of

Like with any business with historical 
significance, The Lone Pine Restaurant 
started with a dream, a lot of hard work 
and a little local lore added to the mix.

“All the kids were just getting out of 
school when that bear came into town,” 
Dolly said. “Everybody was just so 
frightened because there were just so 
many kids that were on the streets. It was 
just quite a shock to everybody.” 

The bear was dressed out by McClung 


and Papendick, kept in cold storage at the 


sheriffs residence and later served at a 
Grayling Sportsmen’s Club dinner. 

Building the restaurant was a family 
effort. 

“We were there and we held the 
boards while he was pounding the nails 
and that kind of stuff,” Dolly said. 

The business began with a gas station, 
supplied by Leonard Gas, a refinery that 
operated out of Alma. 

In 1945, the gas station was opened in 
time for the rifle hunting deer season to 
generale revenue to get the restaurant 
operating. The restaurant opened shortly 
afterwards, 

“He let me get change at the gas sta- 
tion,” Dolly said. 

The McClung children all attended the 
local school system, which taught 
kindergarten through 12th grade, where 
the current Grayling Middle School is 
located. The family went above and 
beyond to support education and children 
taking part in sports and extra curricular 
activities from the beginning of the 
restaurant. 

McClung treated Grayling student ath- 
letes with The Lone Pine’s “Burger in a 
Basket” served with fries for free, when

Dolly said. “He was a good cook and he 
was a good hearted man. He just loved 
people and people loved him and he 
loved kids.” 

The family staffed the restaurant in the 
early years, which led to the business 
becoming a success and letting them get 
quickly acquainted with their business 
and school peers in the community. 

“T really don’t recall any outsiders 
working there,” Kitchen said. “They all 
seemed like nice people. I enjoyed their 
company.” 

Betsy Millikin recalled walking to 
school with the McClung children and 
spending time at their home. 

“They were a friendly, warm family 
and you were always welcomed to their 
house and of course their restaurant,” 
Millikin said. “They were just nice folks 
to have in our community.” 

Ethel McClung, who was also known 
as Sandy, watched children for several 
couples so they could have a night out on 
the town. She would often retrieve the 
kids from the Rialto Theatre so their par- 
ents could enjoy the evening show. 

“I baby-sat for practically every family 
that lived in this town,” she said.
